Small victory in losing war 
Border Patrol nabs 17 illegal aliens

The U.S. Border Patrol faked out 17 illegal Mexican 
aliens Tuesday in Lompoc How they faked them out 
the Border Patrol wants kept unpublished, but no 
matter: 
It was a small battle won in a war that the U S and 
its understaffed Border Patrol is badly losing. 
The fake out was used, explained senior patrol 
agent Jim Berry, because there are only three agents 
to cover the territory from Buellton to Canlp Roberts 
and the illegals, if they have a chance, will ‘ take off 
like quail,” in all directions, running fiercely into 
woods, high weeds, and river beds — running through 
the fingers of the Border Patrol. 
The 17 illegals — 16 men and one woman — were 
caught cold turkey as they thinned a crop in a field off 
Ocean Ave. They spent that night in the San Luis 
Obispo County Jail. The next morning they were 
bused to the Border Patrol station in Oxnard, 
combined with captured illegals there, bused south. 
By 10 p.m. the whole bunch was set back across the 
border. For most of them it was an old routine. For 
the U.S. and Mexican authorities at the border it is “a 
daily occurrence,” said Berry. 
Last year, the U.S. deported 2,850,000 illegal aliens. 
Many of them came from Mexico. 
Presently, Berry estimated, there are over 8000 
Mexican aliens living and working in his territory. 
Lompoc, which is included, is loaded with them, he 
said. 
“These 17 were caught in the first field we checked. 
That’s how many of them are out there,” patrol agent 
Raymond Fuhrmann injected to make Berry’s point. 
When Berry and his two-man team based in San 
Luis Obispo, do manage to confront Mexican aliens in 
the fields, they ask each one where he was born and 
does he have papers to be in this country. If the 
answers are Mexico and no, he is arrested and 


provided a free one-way trip back across the border. 
If someone objects to the arrest, he is presented 
with a free lawyer and a hearing is convened, as per 
U.S. law. 
Those caught and returned. Berry said bemused and 
fatalistically, “will be back in a week ... if they don’t 
decide to go home.’’ 
For Berry, Fuhrmann and all the other 1700 U.S. 
patrol agents, their job is an absurd and growing cycle 
which resolves nothing, they feel. The situation could 
change, for one. if the Border Patrol was assigned 
more manpower. 
“We’ve been screaming for more money and men 
for ten years,” reported Berry, a 22-year patrol 
veteran. 
However, 
Fuhrmann 
believes, 
“They 
could 
quadruple our force and we won’t have an impact.” 
He said this because it is figured that there are over 
10 million illegals residing in the U.S. They come from 
Canada, Puerto Rico, Taiwan, China, Mexico, and 
from all of the countries in Central America. 
There is now a bill before Congress that makes it 
illegal to hire illegal aliens. The passage of this bill is 
unlikely because “pressure” from employers and 
other self-serving factions, contend the two agents; 
but if it should ever pass, “judgment day” would have 
arrived. 
In these parts of California, labor contractors are 
the Border Patrol’s deadliest enemy, declared Berry. 
They knowingly hire illegals and hide them when the 
Border Patrol comes around. 
“When we hit an area, we must hit it fast,” said 
Fuhrmann. “The word spreads so fast.” 
Labor contractors, Berry continued, rip-off the 
illegals besides. They obtain run-down houses and 
buildings and charge each man unfairly to live in 
them. They charge illegals for taking them to and 
from the fields. They charge for any and all services, 
even for bringing lunch or a bottle of Coke out to the 


field. 
The two agents told that they are disappointed at 
the lack of concern most citizens have about aliens 
stealing into the U.S. The people don’t have “a real 
concept of the ramifications” of the illegals’ presence 
and how it affects their lives, they said 
Mexican illegals do not confine themselves to 
agriculture work, for example, as many people think. 
More and more they may be found working in 
restaurants, small industries, and on construction 
jobs. Some are dues-paying union members. 
Consequently, many jobs that would be filled by 
U.S. citizens and legal aliens during the current 
employment slump are going to illegals. In some 
instances, illegals are taking jobs from legal aliens, 
especially in the fields. 
“We get calls from legals who say, Hey, I got laid 
off and they hired five wets at lower scale,” the senior 
agent informed the Record. 
Hundreds of thousands of tax dollars are helping to 
finance the presence of illegals. Berry and Fuhrmann 
indicated that some illegals participate in federal 
housing programs and the children of illegals attend 
schools and take part in government hot-lunch 
programs. 
Berry cited, “The superintendent of L A. schools 
has said they could close down eight high schools in 
L A. if illegal alien students stopped attending.” 
Both agents foresee the exodus of Mexican illegals 
into the U.S. getting only worse. The unemployment 
rate in Mexico is 70 per cent and the birth rate is 
“fantastic," they claimed. 
“The situation in Mexico is critical and I think the 
people here should not ignore it,” warned Berry. 
In the meantime, his tiny two-man team and he will 
continue to patrol their huge area of responsibility as 
often as they can, which means they'll come through 
Lompoc about once every two months. They arrested 
3,800 Mexican illegals last year in Lompoc’s fields. 
Gold murder case reopened in Lompoc

Sheriff’s Det. Stanley Otremba today 
reopened the case involving the murder 
of a Big Bear woman — with the 
startling revelation that two persons 
now say they saw the woman in the 
Lompoc area prior to her death. 
The dramatic announcement came 
only a few days after sheriff’s officials 
said investigation into the case was 
grinding to a halt as leads petered out. 
Otremba said two persons whose 
identity he was protecting for the 
moment told him they remember seeing 
the dead woman in Lompoc after 
viewing a “mocked-up” picture of her 
sister dressed to resemble her. 
The sprawled and nude body of Janet 
Judith Gold, 28, was found Jan. 13 on a 
lonely spur of road off Highway 246, a 
few miles west of Buellton and about 12 
or 
14 
m iles 
east 
of 
Lompoc. 
Investigators said the woman had been 
dead possibly several days before she 
was found. She had been stabbed 21 
times in the chest. 


The find 
touched off a massive 
computerized search resulting in posi­ 
tive identification a few hours later. The 
dead 
woman 
was 
the wife 
of 
a 
construction employe and had lived with 
her family 
in the San Bernardino 
mountain resort community of Big Bear

for about 10 months prior to her 
mysterious disappearance on the night 
of Dec. 18,1974. 
The Santa Barbara County Sheriff’s 
Department sent a team of investigators 
to the community to sift details of the 
disappearance for some clue that might 
lead to the killer. They found the woman 
was the mother of two girls, aged five 
and seven years, 
that she had led a 
fairly ordinary life as a mother and 
housewife. 
Janet Gold left her home on the night 
of Dec. 18, traveled about 2Vz miles to a 
cocktail lounge where she had a drink 
with friends. There was nothing unusual 
about 
the 
conversation, 
except 
in 
retrospect, one of those to whom she 
talked, recalled the woman seemed a 
little depressed. That would have been 6 
or 6:30 p.m. At 8 or 8:30 p.m. Janet Gold 
left the bar and, literally disappeared. 
Investigation immediately after the 
disappearance turned up her car, parked 
and locked in the rear parking lot of 
another bar a few blocks away. 
Janet Gold was regarded as a highly 
attractive young woman, but there were 
not many details to distinguish her from 
hundreds of other young women who 
grew up and went through Northridge 
schools. Northridge is, or was 28 years 
ago, a pleasant, somewhat woodsy and 
deeply suburban community in west San 
Fernando Valley. 
Income generally 
would have been above average. 


The trail from the Big Bear bar on 
that Dec. 18 to the lonely gully off 
Highway 246 is what Otremba would like 
to know more about. Today, he told 


about finding the body and the lingering 
interest he and other investigators had 
in the toe nail polish she was wearing 
and the frosted brown hair cut in a pixie 
style — fitting accompaniment to the 
life of a 28-year-old, attractive woman 
and now in death slim clues in a search 
for someone who may have seen her 
somewhere after Dec. 18 and before her 
body was found. 
In a desperate effort to stimulate 
information on the case, the sister of the 
dead woman, Mary Ann Johnson, who 
Otremba 
says 
bears 
a 
startling 
resemblence to Janet, was dressed 
exactly as Janet was the night she 
disappeared. 
The costume consists of a light blue 
turtleneck sweater and light brown 
three-quarter length leather jacket, bell 
bottom slacks and on her feet, brown 
rubber snow boots, the latter because of 
the weather conditions prevalent in Big 
Bear in December. 
That’s about the story. Janet Gold, a 
former beauty operator, a mother, and 
now a statistic that troubles Otremba. 
Oh yes, Janet loved Western music. 
Otremba wants to know if anyone else 
believes 
they 
saw 
the 
woman 
in 
Lompoc. 
She was carrying a simulated brown 
leather handbag and on her fingers wore 
five rings. One was a yellow gold 
wedding band; another a white metal 
ring with a turquoise stone; another a 
yellow metal ring with numerous ruby 
stones; a yellow cocktail ring with a 
raised Greecian letter and finally a 
yellow cocktail ring with a single 


diamond. None of the jewelry and none 
of the personal effects or the clothing 
were ever found. 


20,000 sign 
petitions against 


Exxon oil plant

The County Environmental Alliance has gathered about 20.000 signatures of 
county residents opposed to the proposed $36-million oil and gas processing plant 
Exxon Corp plans for Las Flores Canyon, west of Goleta, it was announced 
Wednesday

Exxon project would wind up with filed 
petitions containing at 
least 25.000 
signatures 
Deadline for turning in the petitions to 
the county election office is Tuesday at 5 
p.m. 
Only 9,204 validated signatures of 
registered voters are needed to have the 
petitions qualify for an election. 
In that case, the Board of Supervisors 
would have the option of calling a 
county-wide election or voiding the 
rezoning ordinance they adopted by a 3-2 
vote allowing Exxon to build its plant to 
serve offshore deep 
water drilling 
ventures planned off Refugio 
Petition bearers have been signing up 
almost 1,000 persons per day since the 
drive started a few days after the 
supervisors took their controversial 
action at a tumultuous public hearing 
before more than 1,000 persons at La 
Cumbre Junior High School Auditorium 
Some 10,000 petitions were mailed out 
to persons throughout the county. With 
thousands still to be returned. Maschke 
said, “we’re hoping we might get up to 
8,000 more signatures ” 
The alliance, with help from various 
county organizations stressing the need 
to protect the coastal environment from 
proliferating 
offshore 
drilling 
and 
onshore oil facilities, 
is urging all 
petition holders to return them by 
Saturday. 
The work is now going on to precinct 
the petitions and checkoff voter names. 
Maschke said there is some concern 
that possibly 20 per cent or more of the 
names obtained might be disallowed, on 
the grounds they failed to vote in the last 
election, but signed anyway thinking 
they are still registered. 
There had been some hope earlier the 
drive would net up to the previous 
record 
of 
27,000 
signatures 
on 
referendum petitions. The peak figure 
was obtained by citizens groups in 
thwarting a 69 per cent pay raise the 
supervisors handed themselves by a 4-1 
vote, only to reverse themselves when 


public sentiment showed up against 
them 
However. 25,000 validated signatures 
would appear massive also as it would 
represent possibly 50 per cent of any 
county-wide vote in an election other 
than a Prunary or General election The 
number of registered voters currently is 
104.759 
Maschke. who with co-coordinator 
Dean Coleman, is a UC Santa Barbara 
student, said the signatures are being 
collected from "throughout the county." 
He said a "significant number" has 
been obtained from voters in the Second 
Supervisor 
District 
of 
Supervisor 
Robert E. Kallman, whose so-called 
“swing vote” determined the Exxon 
rezoning decision Feb 10 
Kallman, alone of the three South 
Coast based supervisors, voted for the 
Exxon rezonmg. 
Maschke pointed out there had been 
some hope that Kallman might reverse 
his vote in the face of the great number 
of signatures in protest. But he added he 
expresses doubt Kallman will change his 
vote after “seeing what he did to block a 
spending 
limit for 
Exxon’’ 
in the 
referendum election that is expected. 
Kallman, along with north county 
supervisors, had held out for a $40.000 
limit for Exxon and for opponents, after 
refusing to agree to a $15,000 and then a 
$25,000 limit on spending by each side 
There is also some doubt the proposal 
for a $40,000 limit will be put through 
before an election 
But Maschke pointed out a $40.000 
expenditure allowance for Exxon and 
other 
proponents 
would 
overwhelm 
opponents who have raised only $3,200 
and may not raise much more to combat 
the 
effort 
of 
Exxon, 
the 
world’s 
wealthiest corporate body. 
The other big stumbling block facing 
Exxon foes, he showed, would be the 
setting of a summer election by Exxon 
project backers on the board 
"This 
would serve to disenfranchise some 
8.000 to 9,000 voters in the university 
area" in Goleta Valley, he said 
An 
election in late May as set by the state is 
preferred by Exxon opponents 
Government troops hit 
Reds near Phnom Penh 


PHNOM PENH (UPI) - A force of 
1,000 to 1,500 government troops struck 
out today against a marshy area 4-Vk 
miles from Pochentong airport in an 
effort to silence the Communist guns 
whose bombardment of the airport has 
threatened its loss and almost inevitable 
defeat of the Lon Nol government. 
U.S. officials halted their emergency 
airlift of rice and ammunition for four 
hours early today to "reassess" the 
military situation in view of heavy 
shelling of the lifeline airport. Flights 
resumed this afternoon. 
One 
U.S. 
plane 
suffered 
minor 
damage from shrapnel which knocked 
out 
its 
hydraulic 
system , 
and 
Communist guns bracketed another with 
artillery shells but missed the plane 
itself. 
By midmorning, the U.S. flights and 
opposing insurgent shelling were going 
full tilt again. All Cambodian civilian 


aircraft used to fly in supplies from 
outlying provinces remained grounded, 
adding to Phnom Penh's desperate food 
and fuel situation. 
The Cambodian government push was 
aimed at Communist forces at Tuol 
Leap, only 4-V* miles from the airport 
which has been this country’s only 
lifeline since the Mekong river was 
blockaded one month ago 
An estimated two to three government 
battalions pushed into the Tuol Leap 
area m an attempt to knock out rocket 
positions and 105mm howitzer captured 
from the Americans earlier in the war. 
There are about 500 men in a Cambodian 
battalion. 
Air strikes have not been able to 
silence the threat to Pochentong The 
government said it does not know how 
many 106mm artillery pieces are in 
rebel 
hands, 
but 
approximately 
30 
howitzers have been captured

Dead was Edward Jefferson Hamlett, 
58, of 359 First St., Solvang Sheriff’s 
deputies said there was no immediate 
indication of cause of death An autopsy 
was to be performed 
Deputies said Hamlett was wearing 
only a pair of shoes and socks and a 
wrist watch when his body was found 
beside his locked car, six miles north of 
Highway 246. Hamlett apparently died 
between noon yesterday and 2:15 p m 
when rancher John Reynold Jansson of 
799 Mail Road, drove by and spotted the 
man’s car parked on the wrong side of 
the road 
Deputies said the car was locked and 
the keys were on the ground near the 
driver’s door Hamlett was lying on his 
side parallel to the car and with his head 


resting on the ground near the left rear 
wheel 
The deputies said Hamlett’s 
clothes, all neatly folded, were in the 
car and covered bv a blanket 


Hamlett was known to be diabetic He 
was a part-time worker for a car agency 
near his home

Planners ask park-like 
'amenities' in subdivision

The 
County 
P la n n in g 
Commission in giving approval 
Wednesday to a tentative map 
of a proposed 47-lot Orcutt area 
residential subdivision called 
on developer Mark Smith, of 
Santa Maria, to provide park- 
like 
“ am en ities” 
in 
a 
“maintained open space“ area 
approaching three acres. 
The open space area was 
described by Park Department 
representative Elaine Hansen 
as being in a flood control 
easement 
procured 
as 
a 
runnoff basin. She said after 
the meeting she was puzzled 
a b o u t 
p r o v i s i o n s 
fo r 
maintenance as expressed by 
the commission. 
No open space was provided 
in the 16.7 acre tract given 
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approval 
by 
the 
planners. 
However, the open space-park 
area set up is in an adjacent 
tract area also a park of 
Smith’s enlarging Foxenwood 
residential complex. 
The latest tract as approved 
Wednesday 
is at the west 
terminus of Old Mill Ln., north 
of Foxenwood Dr. 
The General Plan designated 
a park area to be set aside 
within 
a 
portion 
of 
the 
Foxenwood 
development. 
Smith resisted donating land 
for a neighborhood park, and 
Park Department officials said 
the county supervisors felt the 
Park 
Department 
shouldn’t 
bother 
setting 
up 
small 
neighborhood parks. 
The approval of the tentative 
map — with allowance for a 
“ maintained open space with 
amenities 
added 
by 
the 
developer" came on a motion 
by 
north 
county 
planning 
commissioner Darwin Sainz 
Samz 
mentioned 
a 
“ ball 
diamond, 
some 
trees 
and 
fencing." Smith said he would 
“ submit a plan. " 
Mrs. Hansen said that while 
the property had been offered 
the Park Department for open 
space, there was no funding 
available from the district’s 
service area to maintain such a 
property. 
Commission Chairman John 
Adam 
Jr. 
indicated 
that 
maintenance could be decided 
by the supervisors. 
Mrs. Hansen declared she 
felt the commission should 
designate it as a “ park or open 
space.” She said open spaces 
primarily were used for bicycle 
and riding trails and “maybe 
some picnic tables.” 
In addition to the open space, 
a 
neighborhood 
park 
was 
designated on the General Plan 
in conjunction with a site for a 
junior high school. 
Sainz said, however, that he 
felt there would be a need to 
get such symbols off the map 
“as they are confusing.” He 
indicated the revised General

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Israelis wipe out 
Arab commando team 


TEL AVIV (UPI) — Palestinian guerrillas 
believed dropped from a mother ship seized a 
waterfront hotel in Tel Aviv and held it until 
they were wiped out early today in gunfights 
and an explosion Israel called it an attempt to 
involve Egypt on the eve of Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger’s visit. 
The 
Palestine 
Liberation 
Organization 
claimed credit for the daring attack —the first 
major raid on Israel's largest city —and said it 
was staged to convince Kissinger that the PLO 
must be a factor in any future Middle East 
settlement. 
Maj 
Gen Shlomo Gazit, chief of Israeli 
military intelligence, told newsmen there were 
indications the attack by A1 Fatah, a military 
arm of the PLO, was a provocative attempt to 
involve Egypt in the assault before Kissinger 
arrives in Cairo next Monday in search of a new 
Israeli-Egyptian agreement......... 
The official death toll during the more than 
six hours of explosive drama in the city’s streets 
was put at 13 —seven of the eight guerrillas, two 
soldiers who stormed the Savoy Hotel and four 
civilians, three of them guests in the hotel, 
Gazit said 
An eighth guerrilla who hid in a rear room of 
the hotel for six hours after the troops stormed 
it came out firing and was captured alive, Gazit 
said Angry Israeli crowds screamed at the 
guerrilla and tried to take him from the 
ambulance taking him from the hotel. 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin stayed at 
command headquarters throughout the incident 
and gave the order to storm the hotel while the 
hostages were still inside, a spokesman for 
Rabin said. 
Gazit estimated the number of hostages at 10 
He said soldiers helped save six persons in the 
rundown hotel who came out “ alive and 


kicking" before the troops stormed the four- 
story building at 5 .15 a m. 
The guerrillas reached the shell-strewn beach 
aboard two silver gray rubber rafts and Gazit 
said “ we presume they came off another, bigger 
ship ” He ruled out an Egyptian submarine 
We have no reason to believe it was a 
submarine,’ he said “ We think it was a civilian 
fishing 
boat 
We 
have

relationships with the Egyptians supporting a 
guerrilla attack 
"To think all of a sudden to use an Egyptian 
submarine 
before 
Kissinger 
arrives 
is 
completely crazy Somebody is looking for a 
provocation.” 
Gazit said scrawled on one of the rafts were 
the words. "Kissinger’s efforts will fail " Also 
scrawled in Hebrew was the name Yasser 
Arafat, leader of the PLO 
An explosion that ripped out the southwestern 
top facade of the building was caused when a 
guerrilla guarding explosives in one room “ put 
two wires together and that was the end of it," 
Gazit said.

surrounding streets occurred about two minutes 
after the commandos stormed the hotel in a 
barrage of machine gun fire and grenade explo-' 
sions Gazit said the guerrillas returned very 
little fire. 
The command would not say if the dead 
civilians were Israelis or foreigners but a 
cabinet communique said at least some of the 
dead were not Israelis. It did not say whether 
there were any Americans in the group Reports 
of the number wounded ranged up to 19 
The guerrillas beached their rubber boats on 
the shore about a half mile south of the U.S.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford, although seeking an 
extra $2 billion to fight unemployment, still holds to the belief that 
the nation’s jobless rate will peaik 8.5 per cent or “ slightly higher” 
in mid-1975, a White House spokesman said today. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen told reporters he could not 
speculate on the new unemployment figure to be announced 
Friday by the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
But he said Ford adheres to the belief of Alan Greenspan, 
chairman of the Council of Economic Advisers, who says "it may 
be 8 5 or perhaps slightly higher at the peak” of the recession 
period. 
Ford Wednesday asked Congress to provide an extra $2 billion 
for public service jobs and summer employment for young people. 
Asked to comment on Treasury Secretary William Simon’s 
statement Wednesday that the economy would be best served by 
tilting tax cut benefits in favor of persons earning more than 
$10,000 a year, Nessen replied that he was only stating Ford’s 
policy.

carbon monoxide and hydrocar­ 
bons where they are now 
through the 1979 model vear. 


In addition, he announced he 
will grant a one-year delay in 
tougher standards for the same 


exhaust pollutants that were 
scheduled to take effect with 
the 1977 model year. 


The EPA ’s decision was 
announced Wednesday and the 
National Clean Air Coalition 
charged today it is another 
example of "the special rela­ 
tionship that exists between the 
oil industry and the Ford 
administration." 
"It is all right to raise 
gasoline prices 20 cents per 
gallon 
and 
create windfall 
profits, but it is not all right to 
raise gasoline prices a mere 
penny or two per gallon to 
protect public health," the 
coalition said. 
The coalition said the latter 
would be the price of producing 
gasoline low enough in sulfur to 
avoid the sulfuric acid pollution 
cited by EPA as the reason for 
recommending that Congress 
write a sweeping delay in the 
timetable covering exhaust.

A gourmet cookbook titled Lompoc Valley Cuisine has 
been

American Association of University Women. Menus and 
recipes were contributed by members of the AAUW 
Gourmet for Couples group. All have been tested and 
served at dinner parties. Proceeds from sale of the books 
at ¿.25 each, will go to the AAUW educational 
foundation. They may be purchased through Beth Mott, 
119 Hercules Ave., Vandenberg Village, or any AAUW 
member. 
Given permission to use from its contents, we have 
chosen today to pass on some of the recipes from a 
French dinner served by Annette Trujillo. 


Cream of Scallop Soup 
2 cups dry white wine plus 2 cups of water or 1V2 cups 
dry white vermouth plus 2^/z cups water 
1 cup thinly sliced onions 


1/2 cup thinly sliced carrots 
1/4 tsp. fennel seeds 


1/4 tsp. thyme 
V4 tsp. curry powder 
4 peppercorns 
1 clove minced garlic 


1/2 bay leaf 
6 parsley sprigs 
m tsp. salt 
Simmer the above ingredients in a partially covered 
sauce pan for 20 minutes. Strain, pressing liquid from 
ingredients, and return the liquid to pan. 
1 lb. scallops, fresh or frozen 
3 tbsp. butter 
4tbsp. flour 


11/2 to 2 cups milk 


1/2 to =V4 cup heavy cream 
2 egg yolks 
salt and pepper to taste 
3 to 4 tbsp. soft butter 
Wash the scallops and drain. Bring the above liquid 
mixture to a boil and add scallops. Bring again to just 
under the boiling point. Simmer uncovered for 3 minutes. 
Drain scallops, reserving liquid to be used in the soup 
base. 
Melt butter in the saucepan, stir in flour and cook 
slowly for 2 minutes without browning. Remove from 
heat and let cool a moment, then pour in all the reserved 
liquid at once, beating vigorously to blend well. Bring to 
a boil for 2 to 3 minutes. Add milk while stirring. Remove 
from heat. 
Pour ^/2 cup of the cream into a bowl, blend in the egg 
yolks and gradually dribble in about 2 cups of the hot 
soup, beating constantly. Return mixture to pan and stir 
in the scallops. Add salt and pepper to taste. 
Shortly before serving, remove from heat and stir in 
the butter. Sprinkle each serving with minced fresh 
parsley. Serves 4-6 persons. 


Cucumber and Cheese Salao 
3 or 4 cucumbers, peeled and cut in ‘/2 inch dices 
V4 lb. Swiss cheese, coarsely chopped 
6 scallions, thinly sliced 
6 radishes, thinly sliced 
4 hard cooked eggs, chopped 


‘/2 cup minced parsley 
1 tbsp. tarragon vinegar 
In a salad bowl, combine the first six ingredients. 
Sprinkle the mixture with tarragon vinegar, tossing 
lightly. Add salt and pepper to taste, and chill the salad 
for at least two hours. 


Dressing 
Y4 cup sour cream 
3 tbsp. chopped fresh dill 


2 tbsp. tarragon vinegar 
I tbsp. chopp^ chives 
1 tbsp. olive oil 
1 clove garlic, crushed 
‘/)i tsp. cayenne 
Combine in a small bowl and chill. Pour .the dressing 
over salad, toss and top with crumbled bacon. Serves 4-6 
persons. 


Beef Wellington 
This main dish is a stuffed tenderloin of beef baked in 
pastry. 
2>/^ to 3 lbs. of the heart of the tenderloin, 8 to 10 inches 
long and as even in diameter as possible. 
1 lb. fresh mushrooms 
3 tbsp. butter 


‘/2 cup minced onions 
one-third cup finely minced cooked ham 
IVi tbsp. flour 
one-third cup Maderia 
one-third cup liver paste 
1 egg yolk 


‘/2 tsp. dried tarragon 
salt and pepper to taste 
Wash mushrooms and cut into one-sixteenth inch dice 
Twist a handful at a time in the corner of a towel or 
several thicknesses of cheesecloth to extract as much 
juice as possible. Heat butter, stir in mushrooms, onions 
and ham. Saute over moderately high heat for about 5 
minutes, stirring until mushrooms begin to separate and 
start to lightly brown. Sprinkle in the flour and stir for 2 
minutes. Remove from heat, blend in the wine, and stir 
again over heat for 1 minute Remove from heat, beat in 
liver paste, the egg yolk, tarragon, salt and pepper to 
taste. Set aside. 
Trim excess fat from the tenderloin. Cut the meat into 
16 even slices, each about */2 inch thick, setting them 
aside in the order in which you cut them. Lay a double 
thickness of well-washed damp cheesecloth, large 
enough to envelope beef, on a large tray and paint with 
cooking oil. Salt and pepper each slice of beef ; spread 
with ^ tbsp. of stuffing. Reform into a roast, arranging 
the slices against each other on the cheesecloth. Tie a 
loop of string around the length of the reformed meat to 
hold the slices together, then stretch the cheesecloth 
tightly over the meat to enclose it. Twist each end of the 
cloth closely against each end of the meat. Tie securely 
with string, then twist a tight spiral of string around the 
circumference from one end to the other and back again, 
so the meat will keep its shape. It will look like a fat 
sausage about 12 inches long and four inches in diameter. 
When stuffed, tied and wrapped in plastic, the meat may 
be refrigerated a day before roasting. 
To preroast the meat, baste well the stuffed, wrapped 
and tied meat with cooking oil. Place in a roasting pan. 
Preheat oven to 450 degrees and set rack in upper third 
level. Roast the beef for 25 minutes, basting and turning 
it several times. Transfer beef to platter and let meat 
cool to room temperature. If you are preroasting a day 
ahead, cover and refrigerate the meat sifter it has cooled, 
but set at room temperature for 2 hours before final 
baking. 
With this dinner Mrs. Trujillo served buttered green 
beans, artichoke bottoms filled with tomato, frozen 
grand marnier souffle and coffee. 
Menus and recipes from Africa, Germany, Israel, Italy 
and a Scandanavian smorgasbord are given as well as 
combinations from various countries. Further recipes 
will be shared as well as additional suggestions from 
other local cookbooks.

Fewer California lawmakers 
are driving high style Cadillacs 
and Lincolns this year, but 
most ' legislators 
still 
take 
advantage 
of 
taxpayer- 
financed leases to obtain big, 
plush 
models 
instead 
of 
compacts. 
A 
review 
of 
legislative 
records shows the preference is 
for Oldsmobiles, Buicks and 
Fords, and for so-called inter­ 
mediate size cars such as Ford 
Granadas 
—cars 
that 
are 
comfortable but not ostentati­ 
ous. 
The element of personal 
sacrifice 
in 
the 
style 
of 
transportation for lawmakers 
is small or nonexistent. Few, if 
any, of the automobiles could 
be 
classified 
as 
economy 
models or could be expected to 
get 20 miles per gallon of 
gasoline. Many are equipped 
with luxury options. 


Only a handful of senators 
and assemblymen appear to be 
following the examole of Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr., who 
gave up a fleet of luxury 
limousines for a 1974 Plymouth 
Satellite. 
Senators receive up to $225 a 
month and assemblymen up to 
$220 for their leased vehicles 
plus virtually unlimited use of 
state gasoline credit cards. 
Last year, the total cost to 
taxpayers was almost $500,000. 
Senate 
Executive 
Officer 
John Williamson said the cost 
would be roughly the same if 
lawmakers were loaned a car 
from the state motor pool or if 
they were paid 15-cent mileage 
for use of their private cars. 
This is the first time the 
legislature opened its records 
on what type of automobile 
individual legislators are dri­ 
ving. 
The leases are with Hertz 
Day in Sacramento 


Corp. Legislators pay costs 
above the monthy allowance, A 
Ford LTD, for example, leases 
for just about $220 a month, 
depending on accessories. A

NFL reps in strategy huddle

The superstars are gone The ordinary 
stars — most of them — are also gone. 
Even the old uniforms, worn by last 
year's best-ever Cabrillo baseball team, 
will soon be going to make way for new 
ones 
Last year Dick Wilson was the only 
high school coach in the world to have a 
player drafted in the first round (Kevin 
Drake) AND one in the second round 
(Gary Hargis) of the major league 
player draft 
This year, not only are the scouts 
gone, but Wilson had to wait until the 
end of the elongated basketball season to 
get even his three returning starters 
back in uniform 
But is all this discouraging to the 
hyper active Conq coach9 Not really. 
‘ I definitely think we re going to be a 
good baseball team.’’ he says “ We re 
real inexperienced... We could get hurt 
on little things, like throwing to the 
wrong base... It’s just a matter of 
getting some games under their belt. 
They’H come around.” 
They came around in the season 
opener Tuesday, beating Atascadero 2-1. 
Tomorrow they face a stiffer test, 
playing St Joseph, and then comes the 
biggie — Tuesday’s Northern League 
opener with Santa Maria, at Cabrillo. 
Last 
Monday 
Wilson’s 
returning 
starters — Kelly Hubbard, Kirk Dalton 
and Carlton Roberts — along with two 
other basketball players, put on cleats 
and began the process of re-gearing 
their muscles to baseball. 
How soon and how well they adjust 
will have a bearing on the Conqs’ season 
outlook 
Dalton 
and 
Hubbard 
are 
probably starters at first and second 
bases. Roberts, a junior, has the team’s 
biggest burden. 
The Northern League’s basketball 
MVP is being counted on as Cabrillo’s 
MVP — most valuable pitcher. And on 
non-pitching days he’ll be in centerfield, 
a position filled for the past four years 
by Drake. 
Roberts pitched 28-plus innings last 
year, struck out 34 and walked 19. and 
had a 4-0 record 
“ I'd say that Roberts should be the 
number one pitcher in the league,” said 
Wilson, “ unless there’s someone else 
hiding in the bushes somewhere. 
“ I know he can throw the ball as hard 
as anybody Harder. And he likes to 
challenge the hitters. He keeps the ball 
down, and his curve ball is good, for high

He’s also got to work on his off- 
speed, to make his fastball more 
effective If he can start making that 
batter wonder what's going to come, not 
just fast-fast-fast, he can be real 
effective ” 
But, even assuming that Carlton lives 
up to great expectations, Wilson is 
among the 8.000 or so baseball coaches 
worried about their pitching 
“ Pitching is our main problem We 
have to find someone to help Carlton. 
We’ve got to find a number two man and 
a good reliever.” 
The leading candidates are Randy 
Ochs (junior), who will start tomorrow, 
Dan Petry (sophomore) and John Null 
(senior), who also happens to be the 
starting catcher. 
Wilson 
thinks he 
has a 
steady 
defensive infield in Null (or Blain 
Nelson) at catcher, Dalton at first, 
Hubbard or Brian Murphy at second, 
Mike Brockett at short and Bill Watters 
at third. 
Wilson calls Dalton, a starter for the 
past two seasons, “ the best defensive 
first baseman we’ve ever seen," though 
Dalton's 
hitting 
could 
stand 
improvement (.187 last year). 
He 
committed just two errors last year. 
Hubbard became the starting second 
baseman last year when Bucky Brockett 
moved to third Kelly hit only 160 but 
committed only one error. 
Bucky is gone, but his brother Mike 
will be at short. “ Mike can handle the 
position, defensively,” says Wilson 
Watters had a brief stay with the 
varsity last year. He’s not quick, but 
will stop anything hit his way. according 
to Wilson, and is a strong hitter. 
The outfield is also strong, glove-wise, 
claims the Conq coach 
Ray Dahlmann will be in left, Roberts 
in center and Bill Stratford in right. 
When Roberts is pitching, Greg Clayton 
or the fleet Wayne Brown will take over 
in center. 
Stratford might be the team's best 
outfielder despite his below-average 
speed “ He has a good arm, gets a good 
jump on the ball, and he’s going to be 
one of our best hitters.' Wilson insists. 
“ He always makes contact with the 
ball.” 
Team weaknesses: lack of speed and 
lack of punch at the bottom of the 
batting order.

Crenshaw: i'v e lost confidence' 
Whatever happened to Ben ? 


ORLANDO, Fla. (U P I) — Young Ben Crenshaw talks like 
a man with problems. 
“ I’ll tell you, it’s been hell,” moaned the youth they 
dubbed “ Gentle Ben” when he rocketed to immediate 
stardom on the pro golf circuit two years ago. “ Golf was fun 
to me when I was an amateur Now I’ve lost interest in the 
game.” 
While Crenshaw thought only of “ win, win, win" after he 
stormed onto the golf scene with a victory in his first PGA 
tournament—the Texas Open in the fall of 1973—the 23-year- 
old Texan is struggling to make the cut this year. In four of 
seven tries this year, he has failed to qualify for the final 
rounds. 
He hopes to change his luck in this week’s $200,000 Florida 
Citrus Open but he’s up against a field of 153 of golf’s best, 
with Jack Nicklaus and Johnny Miller among the 
conspicuously absent. 
Crenshaw served notice he could handle the 6,929-yard 
layout at Rio Pinar Country Club when he posted a 
creditable 69 in Wednesday’s pro-am round It didn’t help his 
mental attitude much. 
“ I’ve lost confidence,’’ said the three-time NCAA champ. 
“ The whole deal when I came out on the tour was win, win, 
win. I haven’t thought about winning in a long time. I’m just 
thinking about whether I’ll be around to play on Saturday 
and Sunday.” 
Not only that, but his business has gone sour. Crenshaw 
showed such early promise that Jack Nicklaus took him into 
his Golden Bear Enterprises. Now that he’s back battling 
with the other tour “ rabbits,” no one is beating down his 
door for an endorsement. 
“ Our theory was to play golf and let the contracts take 


care of themselves," said Crenshaw “ Initially, I could have 
made a ton of cash right off the top I thought at that time I 
could keep on playing good forever.” 
Crenshaw led the qualifiers in the pro tour’s school by 14 
strokes, won his first tournament and followed that with a 
second-place finish in the $500,000 World Open Entering 
only nine tournaments in three months of late 1973, he 
pocketed a phenomenal $76,749 
He thought he was on his way but a lackluster showing in 
1974 with no firsts was followed by disasters in early 1975 
“ It’s been hell,’’ he repeated, “ failing to make the cut 
every week, fighting a bad temper, losing my interest in the 
game. I’m about five inches from becoming an outstanding 
golfer. That’s the distance between my left ear and my 
right.” 
Crenshaw missed the cut by a wide margin in the first 
three tournaments this year for a total earnings of zero He 
picked up $3,000 for a 14th place tie in the Hawaiian Open. 
$352.83 on a 56th place tie at San Diego and $952 50 for 30th at 
Los Angeles. 
Then, again, he missed the cut in last week's Jackie 
Gleason Inverrary classic in south Florida 
“ Nobody is waving contracts at me any more, he said 
“ I’ll have to scratch my way back to the top." 
The bright spot on Crenshaw's horizon is Polly Speno, a 17- 
year-old high school senior from New York He plans to

Watergate melodrama was the big show 
in Washington then, of course When Mr. 
Ford came in, he thought a tax increase 
was maybe the right remedy. Since then

Heavy unemployment for three years, 
teen-age unemployment 25 per cent, 
black teen-age unemployment 40 per 
cent.

Goldwater is a delightful survivor of 
the old West who went down to the most 
resounding defeat of any Republican 
presidential candidate. Both Helms and 
Scott are lonely nay-sayers in the 


(It is acting faster than anybody here 
can ever remember before, short of 
war.» Ullman has plain, strong features, 
looks like a young Borah (if anybody 
remembers Borah »and is representative 
of the new congressional leadership 
emerging in the post-Watergate, mid 
recession drama Critical verdict . Could 
be one of the most important and 
impressive figures in Washington. 
Just for old times sake and to show 
how varied the cast her is let’s take a 
look a Sen. Walter Fritz Mondale of 
Minnesota. At 46 he's the Democrat who 
quietly said after spending $100,000 in 30 
states, “I do not have the overwhelming 
desire to be President which is essential 
for the kind of campaign that is 
required.”

Tuesday night’s ballot count in the 
county building reminded me of ABC’s 
‘thrill of victory, agony of defeat,’ 
signature, as the results of the day’s 
voting

revealed. 
Like

election has winners and losers. It has 
something to do with the voter speaking 
his mind through the medium of the 
ballot. 
What began in a 
carnival mood with 
the county 
building 
lobby and conference 
room jammed with 
the expectant, ended 
at 
about 
midnight 
with 
some 
of 
the 
crowd slipping away 
to one or more of the 
victory parties, some, 
perhaps to nurse their 
wounds and perhaps to 
plan for another day, 
another election 
One of the first to arrive and set up 
shop with her own precinct sheet, and a 
pocket calculator was Carol Risch, one 
of the chief campaign lieutenants of 
Barbara Berg 
Mrs. 
Risch kept a 
running tally of the vote totals as each 
new set of figures was posted on the 
large bulletin board. Her computations 
were the source of most of the instant 
analysis that centered in the middle of 
the building's front lobby. At one point, a 
sage observer announced that Jack 
Helman’s victory would be assured with 
the posting of ballot results from the 
precinct at Buena Vista School in 
Vandenberg Village. 
That clear-cut 
result was not so clear-cut when Buena 
Vista figures came in, but Helman did 
pull ahead a little bit more. With one 
precinct to go, an observer told Edward 
Rodgers that he gained a little on his 
opponents on the second-last precinct, 
but the candidate replied glumly that 
the gam was not enough, that he’d have 
to make up about 300 votes on the last 
precinct to win and that was impossible. 
That’s the way it turned out. 
Lompoc Mayor E C. Stevens was an 
interested observer, both because of his 
position on the city council which was 
the focus of one race, and also because 
of his role as public affairs chief of 
Hancock College. Stevens, a former 
newspaperman was carefully noting 
ballot results in the local races for the 
college board of trustees. 
School assistant Supt Alice Milligan 
was a close observer of the balloting 
process, as was Dr. Irwin Wapner, who 
is the school district’s director of pupil 
personnel. 
Also conspicuous in the large crowd 
were Supervisor Francis H. Beattie and 
his school trustee brother John Beattie. 
John decided not to seek re-election, as 
most know. 
He was on hand to see how the vote 
went. It must have seemed strange for 
the trustee Beattie to watch the results 
roll in and realize that the closing days 
of his education career were at hand. If I 
recall correctly, Beattie has served the 
local education needs for 16 years. 
Not all the candidates were on hand. 
In addition to Rodgers, who was a school 
candidate of course, 
this reporter 
spotted Joe Valencia, candidate for the 
council; Alberta Morgan who was in the 
unique position of being a candidate for 
the council and for the school board as 
well. There was also Tom Green, 
candidate for the council; and for the 
school board, there was Barbara Berg 
and Karl Braun. In answer to a question 
on the whereabouts of Joseph Grbac, 
candidate for the school board, a friend 
said, “He's walking around the block.”

interested 
observer 
was 
former Lompoc city councilman George 
Cotsenmoyer. 
Before Dep. County Clerk Ann Sweet 
and her aides wound down the evening 
there had to be some minor snafu on the 
vote counting machines. No election 
would be respectable without at least 
one 
problem. 
Tuesday 
night’s 
performance was true to form It never 
became clear what was happening, but 
one collection of ballots had to be 
recounted to find one ballot, and there 
was consternation on a number of other 
occasions. Instead of completing the 
count 
by about 10 p.m., as officials 
predicted the final results were not 
posted until about 11:30pm 
One punster with an eye on the clock 
declared: “If these delays continue, I’ll 
miss all the victory parties."

A Touch of Greenery 
Perks Up Your Home 


There’s no more propi­ 
tious time for brightening 
your surroundings than the 
springtime, and of course, 
the most delightful way to 
add a fresh new note is 
with plants But the ques­ 
tion is, what kind of plants? 
In order to decide on the 
type of plant life you’d like 
in your home, pick out the 
areas where you will want 
to be placing your plants 
before you buy them and 
then note the kind of light­ 
ing available for each area 
and the directions faced 
by nearby windows—south, 
east, etc. 
Plants should be selected 
for a particular spot ac­ 
cording to their require­ 
m ents. The “ String of 
Pearls’’ for instance, re­ 
quires full sunlight, while 
the rubber plant thrives in 
shady areas. 
Many plants are versa­ 
tile, adapting to either a 
sunny or shady environ­ 
ment. Philodendrons are 
popular 
houseplants 
be­ 
cause they are so adapt­ 
able. There are two types 
of 
philodendrons, 
the 
climbing kind or the self­ 
heading type that grow in 
a wide arc. If you prefer a 
hanging plant, a climbing 
philodendron would be an 
excellent choice. 
If you have a dark cor­ 
ner you’d like to green up 
a bit, don’t despair. There 
are plants that will thrive 
in this type of environ­ 
ment. The pothos, for in­ 
stance, does well in the 
shade and comes in attrac­ 
tive varieties. Resembling 
the philodendron, it can 
be trained on a totem pole 
or allowed to trail. The as­ 
pidistra is yet another 
plant that thrives in the 
shade. It’s so hardy, it is 
som etim es 
called 
the 
“cast-iron plant.” 
You can see the impor­ 
tance of lighting on plants 
—and if you’ve failed badly 
with 
African 
V iolets, 


chances are it was due to 
the lighting, African Vio­ 
lets require just the right 
amount of light; too little 
will result in no blooms, 
too much causes burnt 
foliage. They should be 
grown in a bright north 
window in summer and a 
bright east one in winter, 
with a sheet of aluminum 
placed between them and 
the window on extremely 
cold nights. 
Plants that thrive on 
light range from the un- 
glamorous cactus to the 
graceful pony tail. But 
again, take into considera­ 
tion the windows they’ll 
be near. Windows facing 
east or west are considered 
semisunny locations, re­ 
ceiving 2 to 5 hours of sun 
each day in winter. Win­ 
dows facing southeast, 
south or southwest usually 
are sunny areas, receiving 
at least 5 hours of direct 
sun in winter. 
The 
str e p to c a r p u s, 
Queen’s spider wort, don­ 
key’s tail, and asparagus 
fern are some of the plants 
that like eastern expos­ 
ures. Western or southern 
exposures are suitable for 
trailing queen coleus, lan- 
tana, ivy leaf geranium 
and creeping thyme. 
Your local nursery or 
greenery boutique can ad­ 
vise you more accurately 
on the right plant for your 
particular 
environment; 
the important thing to re­ 
member is to decide be­ 
forehand where you’d like 
your plant to grow — then 
you can selec t the right 
plant for that spot and be 
reasonably certain that it 
will thrive and add a fresh, 
springtim e look to your 
home.

What do yellowed linens, 
tough cmts of meat and high 
sugar prices have in com­ 
mon? Enzymes! 
All of these major house­ 
hold "problems” can be 
"solved ’ thanks to the con- 
tinuing development of 
enzyme science. 
Widely 
recognized for 
their role as a laundry aid, 
enzymet? are actually sub- 
m icroscopic 
molecules 
that are found in every liv­ 
ing organism, and without 
them nc life would exist. 
Only within the past 50 
years, however, has man 
learned to harness en­ 
zymes to help solve many 
household problems. 
One of the most discour­ 
aging chores during spring 
cleaning, for example, is 
taking linens and clothing 
out of wi nter storage, only 
to discover that they’ve 
yellowed. Most detergents 
can’t remove the tough 
stains caused by body oils 
that have set-in to clothing 
fibers during months of 
storage. 
But, instead of relegat­ 
ing your yellowed items to 
the rag bin this year, try 
one of the enzyme pre- 
soaks des igned to work on 
protein-based stains, like 
perspiration. 
Pre - soaks 
loosen the protein bond 
that locks the stain to the 
fabric. After soaking, wash 
the laundi-y in an enzyme 
detergent to be certain all 
yellow is removed. No 
bleach is required, and the 
entire process takes only 
a few hours. 
Spring 
traditionally 
marks the beginning of the 
outdoor barbecue season, 
but the high cost of meat 
may put at crimp in many 
family picnic plans this 


year. Enzymes, in the 
form of meat tenderizers, 
can help here, too, by al­ 
lowing backyard chefs to 
take advantage of flavor- 
ful, less expensive, but 
tougher, cuts like chuck 
and flank steaks. 
Tenderizers are but one 
example of how enzymes 
can help stretch the con- 
su m er’s food budget. 
Cheese, bread, canned 
fruits, ice cream, cereals, 
wine, beer and fruit juice 
can all be produced more 
economically with the help 
of enzymes — without sac­ 
rificing high product qual­ 
ity. 
Scientists have known 
for years that the starch 
in corn and other vege­ 
tables can be converted in­ 
to sugar, but, until recent­ 
ly, they were unable to de­ 
velop an econom ically- 
attractive 
production 
method. Today, a process 
that utilizes three different 
enzymes 
converts 
the 
starch from plentiful corn 
crops into fructose — a 
natural sugar that is found 
in fruits and honey—which 
is up to 40 percent less ex­ 
pensive than conventional 
cane and beet sugar! 
Fructose can be blended 
into a syrup that tastes ex­ 
actly like cane sugar, and 
that can be used inter­ 
changeably 
with 
cane 
sugar in the soft drink, 
baked goods, canning and 
candy industries. And, 
while the use of fructose 
will probably not lower 
food prices, the substantial 
savings to manufacturers 
will be passed along to con­ 
sumers in the form of few­ 
er and lower price in­ 
creases over the next few 
years.
